Althoui^ the I96I lUDSKm 
seasmi has been cowered In detail, for purposes of comparison, frequent 
reference has been made to previous Baltic BSDSKIH operations con- 
ducted In 1959 and i960* It Is hoped that this review will prove 
of value for planning and review purposes. '

A. Lithuanian 

. 1. neither of the two i960 Lithuanian RSD8KIH amnte was 
foraally spotted for reeraitaent throat SR/2^BaJ.tic/Lithua nl an 
spatting nets but ease to our attention in other fashion, 
c 4 preriously been used by St/2/Baltle in Vienna 

in 1959 during the World Youth Festival and AE8ALC0BT/3 was a 
long tern contact of SR/IO who was transferred to 8B/2 when his 
travel plans beoam known. At this tine (i960) the only spotters 
were the political leaders of VLIK who really did not appear overly 
Interested in the entire prograa. 

2. Daring the winter of 196O-6I a najor effort was oade to 

develop a Lithuanian spotting net on the Eastern seaboard in the 
hqpe that it would proves a nuad>er of RSDSKIW leads. Fourteen 
individuals were chosen^ contacted, assessed and recruited for 
this purpose in the large Eastern centers of Lithuanian population. 
In addition to spotting three I961 R&X3KIH trayellers, the net pro- 
vided background inforoation on other and a variety of 

support-type inforoaticm. Begular contact was naiintalned through 
nail and telephone channels. 

3. During the coming winter (196I-62) the existing spotting 
assets will be personally recontacted ai^ reevaluated and additional 
assets will be recruited in areas of Lithuanian population not as 
yet covered. Enigre leaders who are witting of CIA RSDSK2E opera- 
tions will also continue their efforts, which to date have left 
much to be desired.

0. Latvian 

])S2SIQDi operati^is into Soviet occupied Latvia were greatly 
hampered In 1999 and i960 because there vas no Independent spotting 
msohanisa In belxig. To eliminate this situation, sixteen spotters 
were recruited and organised during late i960 and the beginning of 
1961* The spotters sure well distributed geographically throughout 
the entire United States. So RSPaKIS travel leads as such have 
been received from the spotters as yet but recontacts by the ease 
officers have been made on a continuing basis. Included in the 
spotting net are Imtdlng Latvian emigre leaders and four Latvian 
mspnCDI agents who were previously dispatched from Europe. These 
four individuals now reside in the United States where they are 
serving as spotters as well as subtle promoters of BSSSKZH travel. 
It is expected that the mt will become productive of leads pro> 
vlded the present Intematlcmal sltuatlmi does not severely limit 
tourist travel to the USSR. It Is expected that aae additional 
spotter will be added to the net shortly.

A. There Is much to be said for having all case officers equipped 
with skills which allow them to fully train, brief aid debrief a

nake this rlrtually iiaq^Msible in praotiee, sinee the najorltp of 
training is aeeooplished on veekends during the aonthe of May, 

June and July. Sxperlenee has proven that a ease offieer loses 
his "sparkle” after four houzv of instruct ion 6u>d that the agents 
also tire of hearing the saoe voiee. Therefore, a senior ease 
offieer vas assigned the overall training respoiuiibility and he 
ealled upon all the other aa^rs of SB/S/Baltie for asslstaiMe 
in leoturlng, survelllaiuse and otlMr praetieal problems. This 
"team* approach has worked well and poet ocntai revlevs revealed 
that the agents were well satisfied and felt theaselves veil 
eqiulpped to handle their operational assignments. C/SR/2/Baltie 
also served a most mluable function, that of a presti^ factor, 
and he normally was in no way involved in the actual training. Be 
appeared following the initial ease offieer and peyehologioal assess 
nent and at the final briefing. 

B. All of the 8R/2/Baltie personnel profited to some degree from 
the RHDBKIH training and problems which they conducted and observed 
or in which they participated. More than two hundred and twenty 
hours cf Instrueticm were given during I96I.

A. Ifithnaoian 

1. Althmi^ some Americans did travel to Soviet occupied 

Lithuania in 1959 they were i^iaarily Coanunist in political out- 
look and included no SES6XZH agents. Xn 1^0 two agents were 
trained, briefed and dispatched, c j and ABBALCOHY/S, 

both of whom had been l<mg time CIA contacts. The former was a 
fully "mounted" operation cuad the latter vas of the "piggy-back" 
variety since the agent had received a travel grant from an educa- 
tional foundatlOT. 

2. In 1961 seven Lithuanian BSD8SIB assets were in contact 
with SB/2/Baltio at the time of their travel to Soviet occupied 
Lithuania. Four of these individuals (ASBALCOin/7, 3 and 9 and 

C n were "mounted" operations, l. ii, Lithuanian bom, 
renounced her Soviet citizenship before her visa was gramted. Two 
(AEBAL0(Bnr/l2 and I3) were of the "piggy-back" variety and one 
(AEBALCQRY/lk) vas merely a disposal contact because of certain 
CS overtones. All of these Individuals, except AEBALCOHY/lk, were 
given training and an operational briefing and all were debriefed 
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upon their return to the United States* 

B* Latylan 

In 1999 the latvian desk muB sueeessful in dispatching a single 
BKDBKIB agent, .l. a, hut because of risa difficulties no 

trarellers were sent in i960. In I96I ASKiAa/r^imB dispatched to 
the USSR and his itinerary inelt;Aed risits to Ihllinn and Riga. 

AJERLAOp -Shas been a contact of the Latrian Desk for six years and 
had been atteqpting to visit Latvia for OlA since 195B. The frus- 
trations brooi^t about his failure to acfuire a visa In 1996 
and his inability to travel in i960 vere conpensated for to sow 
extent thrmigh this year's trip. £a addition AEBdLCX)!8Y/9 and her 
husband, ABMIGONl/ll, vere dispatched by MOO after spotting, 
assessaent, reerultaeat and initial training at Headquarters. 

C. Bst<»iao 

1. i/UthcNij^ to date there have been no Bstonian RHOainni 
travellers, ABBALOQWf/6 vas recruited and fully trained in I96I. 

He vas granted a Soviet visa in Stoekhola but since IHKXBtlST 
refused to grant him any hotel space, he did not enter the USSR. 

ABBALOOHY/2, a San Francisco engineer, vas recruited in i960 and 
vas trained in Washington but vas not granted a Soviet visa and 
did not travel.

Sstonla from Finland in i960 and 1959# respectively, are Aiseriean ( c ‘ ^ 

citlsens and vere debriefed but vere not dispatchi^ by 8B/2/Baltic V 

REBSKIB FROOKIOTZ^ 

The BRD6KIH operations into the Baltic area produced the 
following results t 

a) fourteen deed drop sites vere spotted in the Baltic 
capitals of Tallinn, Riga and Fllnius* Several of them 
vlll probably be used to support "internal eases” and the 
remainder may be used operationally by SI/9. 

b) thirteen page ”P1" report resulted frcaa the ABFLAO/^ ^ 
operation and several other reports (including missile site 
locations) vere received trcm other agents and vere pub- 
lished as veil, even though in aid-season C/SR ordered that 
no more missile indicator briefing be given. 

o) a tremendous amount of 01, including document Intelligence, 
resulted from the operations and is being distributed to 
SR/6. 
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d) Fersomality reports vere received oo about one hundred 
indivldoala, aeveral of vhcaa appear to be vortby of future 
i«eontaet, reasseasaent, and poaelble reorultaent. Other 
personality rep<Hrte Increased CIA's knowledee of linraORXS7 
and other Coonunlst officials In the Baltlo States. 

e) First travel reports vere received for the first tlan from 
two aeoibers of an ABsrlean<<!atBaiBlst travel group and froa 
a tour leader of a group of eld people froa Boetoa. 

When eoaparlng the Halted aaount of knevled ge uhlch SR/S/Baltle 
had received on the Baltic States froa previous SBQBXXB travellers 
before A^ll I96I with the knovledge which has been obtained in 
the past six aonths. It Is evident that the Baltic BBDEKHI season 
had a certain degree of success. 

▼I. GPSiAnORAL AHD SB^BZTf fBOEUNS 

A* The Baltic RBiSKni prograaB of 1999 and i960 were greatly 
haapered by the refusal of the Soviets to grant visas which peraltted 
travel. The situation changed In I96I and In fact two operations 
(ASBALCOIIT/6 and AnALOOBf/lO) were not wmnted even thou|d^ Soviet 
visas had been granted. 

B. Although c 3 claimed she had been survellled and 

ABBALCOBT/3 adaltted be had been provoked In 1960« none of the 
1961 MCefepi travellers, with two alnor except loos, appears to 
have had any difficulty. This Is because of the strict defensive 
briefings which were given as well m the strict prohibition 
against utilising "spy caaera" techniques and against asking any 
operational notes. 

C. The only evidence of unusual security force Interest this year 
c<»ieerned ABFLAO/cjs debrIeH]^by custosa* officials In Noacow 
as he exited and AEBALOOmr/S and 9'e nlnor brush with a block 
agltatar while using a Polaroid caaera (without C.O. approval) In 
a factory district in Vilnius. 

D. Vor the sake of the record. It should also be reoarked that 

d has been approached In the past by the UB and Is distantly 

related to the "probable” ISZB agent, Rlchaardas VAZOAUSI^, currently 
a aeiaber of the Soviet delegation to the U.B. H was 

deluriefed In thorough fashion upon her return and, although visibly 
shaken eaotl<X)ally by her visit to her parents and Sisters, does 
not an>ear to be concealing secret RXIEB contacts. The only unusual 
aspect of her trip was that she was granted a three day visa exten* 
slon which enabled her to visit Moscow prior to exiting the USSR 
and following her fifteen da^ visit to Llthiiania* Her exit point 
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VM also ebanged fr<m l^ningrad to Moaeov^ In spite of these 
abnoraalitieSi C ilTvas able to aoeount for all of her tis» 
in Nosoov and does not appear to here been EGffi-briefed.

X. OQHeLOSKai 

A. The Baltic States and the Kaliningrad Ofblast ronain a priority 
adlitary target area and the Baltic people renain unique in that they 
are the residents of the *vorld*s newest colonies". Operational 
activity into the Baltic area has historically been difficult because 
the Soviets refused to grant peraissim to VCstemers to visit the area 
until 1939 and then allowed tourists to visit only Thllinn, Biga, 
and filnius. In addition, the Soviets have, until recently, refused 
to grant visas to residents of the United States who exited the 
Baltic States after 1939. They do this on the grcninds that such 
individuals are still Soviet citisens ai^ will renain so until they 
foraally renounce their Soviet citisenship. c did in fact 

fomally renounce her citisenship. 

B« However, in spite of these difficulties, a nuaber of nature 
pimaxTii agents have been dispatched during the past year. All of then 
have been fairly fluent in at IsMt one Baltic language and have 
provided CIA with some valuable inf omat ion. 

0. She cost of the BEBSKIH j^rogran in terns of money ($17,000) and 
the tine effort (adjusted) of five case officers appears to have 
been warranted when the results are balanced against other SK/2/Baltie 
aetivity, e.g., c ^ , which coats about ^ ^ per year and 

involves tbs full time effort of three (adjusted) j^ineipal agents 
and two case officers and vh<we "product effectiveness" it is inpoe* 
Bible to Judge. Of course, there are differences in objectives and 
criteria of effectiveness involved here (FI and QA problem) which are 
too obvious to mention, yet the ocaoparison may warrant some consider* 
ation.
